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N diſcourfing on the Folly and Abſur- 
dity of our Diviſions, 1 came in my 
laſt to a YJort of People, who in their

Did' ever Nation begin a War on purpoſe 
to'be beaten ? Would any Nation fight when 


they mrft be conquer'd or ruin'd ? Was ever 
Folly like this ? 
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As to making, it ont, 1 think there is no 
Difkculcy at all in that, for the Conſequence 
of things makes it plaia z the Propoſers of 
this Blefſed Medium for the Nations Happi- 
neſs we all know z who they are for, and, who 
they ſerve, is plain, and abating a few de- 
luded People, they all profeſy'd ic openly, 
that King Femes, ©&c. and the reftoring bis 
Race was the End they aim'd at, the Allies 
or Aſhftants for this were always Popery and 
French Power—1f thefe were not ſubdu'd, 
where would Scotland be, what Miſeries 
wovld attend the leaft Succeſs in this Caie, 
let any Man judge / 

If the Scors had the better in this Strife, 
who would be their Maſters, to whoſe Go- 
vernment would theſe ſubmit ? It is too e- 
vident, nothing copld prbte&t them from 
French Power, but the Engliſh Power ; and 
how is it, Geatlemen in Scorlend, that =

who really are not Fzcobites, very few have 
ſuffer'd themlelves to contider theſe things, 
tew have gone this Lergch ia the Debate 
with themlelves. 

This fully manifeſts the reaſonable Part 
of the Subjett, I am upon; huw abſurd and 
ridiculous it is for us to differ, ſnarle and 
quarrel among our ſelves, when nothing 
but this Uaicn could have heen ovr
